Paper Box Machines. 





The accompanying cut illustrates an 
improvement in that class of paper box 
machines by which the outer surface of a 
paper box is covered with paper taken from 
a continuous roll and provided upon one 
side with a coating of adhesive material, 
the box to be covered being held upon a 
‘‘ former,” consisting of a block adapted to 
fit the inside of the box and support it in 
suitable position, while the strip of pasted 
or gummed paper is being applied to its 
outer surface. 

The invention covers the device by which 
the former is supported, and it has for its 
object to provide a simple and efficient 
means by which a rotating former can be 
brought into alignment with a strip of 
paper to be wound about the sides of 
the box by the rotation of the former and 
by which the position of the former can 
be changed and locked from rotation, 
while a strip of paper is applied to the bot- 
tom of the box, thereby allowing the sides 
and bottom of the box to be covered with 
paper without the removal of the box from 
the former. 
™ Figure 1 represents in perspective view 
the former, upon which the paper 
box to be covered is held and the de- 
vice by which the former is supported and 
shifted in its_position, so as to receive gum- 
med paper from either of the two strips pre- 
sented by the machine ; Fig. 2 represents a 
front view of the box supporting mechanism, 
showing the former in position to receive 
the strip of paper applied to its sides; Fig. 
3 represents the box supporting mechanism 
in front view with the former in suitable 
position to receive the strip of paper upon 
the bottom of the box ; Fig. 4 is a top view 
of the box supporting mechanism; Fig. 
5 is a perspective view of a portion of 
the box supporting mechanism, represent- 
ing the plate to which the former is at- 
tached ; and Fig. 6 represents the latch- 
ing pin and its actuating spring, with their 
inclosing barrel shown in sectional view on 
line 6 6, Fig. 4. 

A denotes a portion of the framework, 
and BC the two strips of paper in position 
to be applied to the paper box. The mechan- 
ism by which the paper is gummed or 
pasted and the cutting mechanism by which 
the strips of paper are cut into suitable 
lengths to be applied to the box are not 
represented, but may be the same as in 
any known form of gumming and cutting 
mechanism now commonly used in machines 
of this class. 

Held in lugs, D D’, projecting from the 
framework A and capable of sliding therein, 
is a rod, D*, provided with a groove, D*, to 
receive a spline, D‘, in the lug D, by which 
the rod D* is held from turning. When 
suitably adjusted within the lugs D D’ the 
rod D* is clamped in position by means of 
the set screw D*. Capable of turning upon 
the end of the rod D* is an arm, E, provided 
at its free end with a socket, E’ to receive 
the spindle F, having a plate, F’, attached 
to one end and held in position in the socket 
E’' by means of a nut, F*, 

G is a plate having a hub, G’, by which 
it is attached to the rod D* and extending 
transversely across the rod with lugs, G 
at either end, carrying the adjusting screws 
G* and G‘, by which the angular movement 
of the arm E about the rod D* is limited, the 
screws being so adjusted that when the 
arm E is rocked about the rod D* into the 
position shown in Fig. 2 the arm will be 
supported upon the adjusting screw G‘ and 
the spindle F will be held in a horizontal 
position, and when the arm E is supported 
upon the adjusting screw G*, as shown in 
Fig. 3, the spindle F will be held in a verti- 
cal position. 

To the plate F’ is attached a rectangular 
frame, H, adapted to fit the inside of a 
paper box to be covered, and constituting 
the former. When the former H is brought 
into the position represented in Figs. 1 and 


2 the box held thereon will be if culpa 
with the strip of paper, B, so that the strip 
can be wound around the box by the rota- 
tion of the former, the spindle F rotating 
freely within the socket E’. After the strip 
B has been applied to the outer sides of the 
box the arm E is rocked upon the rod D? 
into the position represented in Fig. 8, 
bringing the former H into alignment with 
the strip of paper C and with the bottom of 
the box uppermost. 

Extending upward from the plate G is an 
arm, I, carrying at its upper end the barrel 
I', inclosing a cylindrical chamber, I’, con- 
taining a spiral spring, J, and a vertically 
sliding pin, J’, having a collar, J*, attached 
thereto, against which the upper end o/ the 
spring J rests, and by which the sliding pin 
J is forced upward, holding the collar J* 
against the under side of the screw J’, held 
within the upper and screw threaded end of 
the barrel I’. 

Attached to the under side of the plate F 
are curved plates, K, having holes, K’, to 
receive the upper end of the pin J 
when the former is carried into the 
position represented in Fig. 3, with 
one of the plates K resting upon the 
upper surface of the screw J*, there- 
by preventing the former from be- 
ing rotated while the strip of paper 
C is being applied to the bottom of 
the box. The plate F’ is provided 
with two curved plates, K K, so the 
former can be presented to the paper 
with either end foremost. The screw 
J® can be raised or lowered, so that 
the arm E, when in the position shown 
in Fig. 3, will rest upon the adjusting 
screw G* and allow the pin J’ to enter 
one of the holes K’, 

The change of the former H from 
one position to the other, as repre- 
sented in Figs. 2 and 3, so that either 
of the strips of paper B or C can be 
applied to the box, is effected by sim- 
ply rocking the arm E upon the rod 
D*, the proper position of the arm be- 
ing determined by the adjusting screws 
G* and G+. In the position repre- 
sented in Fig. 2 the former is capa- 
ble of rotating freely about a hori- 
zontal axis, in order to allow the paper 
to be wound about its sides; but in the 
position represented in Fig. 3 the former is 
locked from rotation by the latching pin 
J’ entering one of the holes K’ in the 
plates K. 

The rod D* is longitudinally adjustable in 
the lugs D D’, so the position of the former 
can be varied with reference to the frame- 
work A. 

In the operation of the machine the paper 
box to be covered is placed upon the former 
H, the latter being brought into the posi- 
tion represented in Fig. 2 


The free end of the paper strip B is 
then applied to the side of the box and the 
former is rotated, winding the strip of 
paper around the sides of the box, the 
strip of paper as it is wound upon the 
box being drawn from a continuous roll 
supported in the framework of the ma- 
chine and passing over a gum roll, L, 
partially immersed in paste or a solution of 
gum contained in the gum box M. 


The paper wound upon the sides of 
the box is then severed from the strip 
B by any of the shearing or cutting 
mechanisms now in use in machines of 
this class, and the former H is then 
changed into the position represented in 
Fig. 3 by rocking the arm E upon the 
rod D*, one of’ the plates K being brought 
against the screw J*, and the end of 
the pin J’ entering one of the holes K’, 
thereby locking the former from rotation 
and presenting the bottom of the box in 
proper position to be covered by the strip 
of paper C, which is drawn over the 
bottom of the box and cut off at the proper 
length. 

The former is usually a frame or box, 
preferably of wood, and attached by screws 
to the plate F’, and is readily exchanged for 
formers of different sizes made to fit the in- 
terior of the box to be covered. 


Principles of Machine Construc- 
tion.

In handling a large manufacturing 
establishment of almost any kind it often 
becomes necessary to get out new machines 
for the performance of some special work or 
part of the operations of the concern. This 
is necessary if the best interests and eco- 
nomical working of the business are con- 
sidered, and careful and competent men in 
charge of these places are continually en- 
deavoring to make additions to their equip- 
ment which will facilitate production by 
either increasing the amount produced or 
by improving the quality of the article. In 
this way the construction of new machines 
is often taken in hand, the results being 


that in some instances very good machines | 


are produced. Under any usual circum-

stances building any special machinery 
for a mill with a view to improving pro- 
duction is rather an expensive affair to 
start with. Usually new patterns must 
be made for all of the castings of iron 
and brass parts, and possibly some ex- 
perimenting is done either before or after 
the machine is completed, in order to 
reach the most satisfactory results; and 
these thingsall cost money. Yet, of course, 
if there is going to be an increase in the 
amount or quality of production by the use 
of the machine, it is an economical proce- 
dure to construct it—it may be even at a 
high cost. 


As to the actual cost of producing a new 
machine nothing definite can be given in a 
general statement ; but it is usually possi- 
ble to estimate very nearly what the cost of 
a machine will be with given conditions as 
to power, size, &c.. and where it is to be 
built. Taking a mill which is of such size 
as to run a repair shop, fairly equipped with 
tools and a number of good workmen, it is 
not so expensive to build a new machine as 
might be supposed ; that is, if the job is 
gone into in the right way. To havea 
proper force of workmen to handle any re- 


pairs that may occur, it often happens that | 
there are times when the whole of the force | 


will not be busy, and at such times it is 
possible to construct much new work at a 
low cost ; but when attempting to produce 
any new machinery it is necessary to use 
the utmost care in the first place, to plan 
the whole thing properly, so as to be fairly 
sure that the results will be somewhere 
near satisfactory, at least, otherwise what- 
ever money is spent in construction work is 
very apt to be wasted, whereas if properly 
planned it may be very economically used. 

The general principles of machine con- 
struction may be summed up somewhat in 
this way : 1. Study carefully and thorough- 
ly all of the given operations which the ma- 








chine is to perform» 2. Plan the general 


form of the machine to answer the require- 
ments of operation as completely as possible. 
3. Plan the machine large enough so that it 
will not be crowded in forced operation. 
4. Secure simplicity in form and in move- 
ments. 5. Reduce the number of parts, 
both stationary and running, to the smallest 
number possible. 6. Make each part so that 
it will take its load or strains as direct as 
possible. 7. Secure an excess of strength 
and solidity in the base pieces or the fram- 
ing. 8. Secure ample strength in all of the 
running parts which work under any load or 
strain. 9. Give every joint or wearing sur- 
face as large an area as is possible—con- 
sistent with the proper working of the 
machine. 

In building the machine use proper mate- 
rials, and put the best workmanship in the 
parts which may require it. In this way, if 
these principles are carefully kept in view, 

| good machines will be produced ; whereas 
| in a great many cases where machines are 
planned and built without much me- 
chanical forethought and care, the re- 
sult is that they are not so efficient as 
they might have been made. 

The time taken to study thoroughly 
the operations which the machine is 
expected to perform and to perfect 
the plans as far as is possible is a very 
small thing in comparison with the 
advantage gained by so doing. Rush- 
ing at the construction of any special 
machine without taking time to prop- 
erly consider it is very poor practice, 
and will usually cost far more money 
than if consideration is given to it in 
a comprehensive manner before con- 
struction 1s begun. 

A machine may often be built to 
turn outa given product in a certain 
kind of a way, but if it does not turn 
it out as fast as might be, or does not 
give as good an article as might be 
expected, simply because the plan is 
generally imperfect, it would have 
been far better to have given more 
careful attention to planning the gen- 
eral form of the machine. The third 
principle is of much importance. The 
machine must be large enough to avoid 
crowding of the work, otherwise the prod- 
uct from a machine which is forced is never 
equal in quality to what it would be if 
the machine was run at a fair speed, and 
the wear and tear on the machine is ex- 
cessive. 

Simplicity should be secured because it is 
the most important element in any con- 
struction work or in any sort of engineering 
or mechanics. Reducing the number of 
parts to the smallest should be looked after, 
because the less the number of parts the 
greater the strength of the machine as a 
whole—usually—the number of wearing 
surfaces being lessened and the machine 
being easierto get at and to manipulate. 

Each part should take its load direct— 
that is, be so formed that the strains will 
pass through the lines of greatest strength 
whenever possible, and not transversely or 
at an angle to them. Great strength and 
solidity in the base or framing of a machine 
are of the utmost importance if the machine 
is to run easily and do its work well and be 
durable. Generally speaking, these results 
cannot be attained unless strength and 
solidity are absolutely secured. A very 
great many machines are far from what 
they might have been in the matter of pro- 
duction, simply because this principle was 
not adhered to in their construction. 

Ample strength in all the running parts 
is something which is sometimes neglected, 
and results in a good deal of springing and 
vibration and many breakdowns. Of course 
it is necessary in some instances to have 
some of the parts of a machine made light ; 
but this is no excuse for not giving neces- 
sary size or strength to the parts which 
should be so framed. 

Large areas of wearing surfaces deserve 
a good share of attention, if the durability 
of the machine is to be considered. There 
is no economy in using cheap stock because 


the machine is an experiment, for this may 
be the very reason why the best material 
should be used ; and then the best material 
does not cost very much more than an in- 
ferior grade, in the first place, and if the 
machine runs for along time and the best 
materials are put into its construction they 
are far the cheapest. 

The whole or any portion of a machine 
which requires it should have first-class 
workmanship if the machine is to be satis-

A very large part of commercial busi- 
ness consists in forming and executing con- 
tracts which must be governed by the law 
of contracts generally, and this is part of 
the common law or that system of jurispru- 
dence which had grown up in England prior 
to the independence of this country, by the 
development of custom and usage, and 
practice and precedent, in the courts of the 
older country. Many of the principles ap- 
plicable to partnership are the same as 
those which regulate the common transac- 
tions of men,-and, so far, the law of part- 
nership may be said to be founded upon the 
common law. 

There can be no more important question, 
to the parties interested, than the liability 
for partnership transactions. At common 
law each is liable for the whole debt, with 
the right of demanding contribution ; but, 
in many cases, the real question is: Did 
the party contract with the partnership 
creditor? In the absence of any express 
agreement, the law will infer a contract 
from certain facts and circumstances. What 
are those facts and circumstances which 
will make one liable for the debts of a part- 
nership ? 

Where the partnership is based on con- 
tract expressed by written articles, or ac- 
knowledged by the parties involved, by the 
use of names, apparent control or interest 
in the management of the firm’s business 
and assets, there is little question; so we 
will confine our attention in this article to 
those which are supposed to be partner- 
ships, where the question arises after the 
obligation has been created with third 
parties, who are now seeking to recover, 
and where the contract, so far as outsiders 
are concerned, is one of implication only. 

The ground of liability under an implied 
contract is the benefit drawn directly from 
the use of the goods or property purchased, 
which property has been received immedi- 
ately from the creditor in such a manner as 
to create a privity of relationship between 
the debtor and himself ; and what is true of 
one holds equally true of any number of 
debtors. This is applicable to all cases of 
supposed partnership, where an attempt is 
made to extend the liability beyond its os- 
tensible limits. The problem is to fix the 
point at which the liability ceases, for it 
must cease when no contract can be pre- 
sumed or proven to exist; and if it can be 
shown to fall short of the person sought to 
be charged by being intercepted in some 
intermediate party, it follows necessarily 
that the former cannot be affected by it. 

A community of interest in the profits of 
a joint undertaking or business is said to be 
essential to the existence of a partnership ; 
but this is true only so far as the manner in 
which the profits are taken serves to evidence 
and explain the contract between the par- 
ties. A mere participation in the profits 
alone is not sufficient to charge one, for the 
mode of participation may be such as to 
prove directly the contrary ; but if one can 


be shown to havea similar interest in the — 


profits, and thus to sustain a similar relation 
to the creditor, it follows as a matter of 
course that he is liable in the same manner 
and to the same extent as the other part- 
ners, and is himself a partner ; for, having 
enjoyed a benefit conferred directly upon 
him by the creditor, and thus, through an 
implied contract, become as much his debtor

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as the party or parties already known to be 
so indebted, he must share the responsi- 
bility. This, then, is to be ascertained by 
proving that the interest of the party who 
ostensibly receives and the interest of the 
party who actually shares the benefit or 
profits are alike ; that is, subsisting in the 
same right and in the same subject matters; 
otherwise the contract cannot be presumed 
as between the supposed partner and the 
partnership creditor. 

As has been intimated above, a sharer in 
the profits is not always subject to part- 
nership liability, for where it is expressly 
agreed that a sum of money equal toa 
proportion of the profits shall be paid as a 
reward for labor, skill or services, the very 
words forbid the supposition of a part- 
nership, and merely provide a contingent 
measurement for the compensation to be 
paid, the payee not sharing the direct use 
and control of the partnership property, 
but receiving his interest through an inter- 
mediate party in whom the ownership had 
previously vested. 

An interest in the profits of a business 
may also be given to one advancing money 
either to start the business or carry it on, 
and he will not be liable for debts, for the 
same reason as stated above, unless the 
acts of the party amount to such a holding 
of himself out asa partner as that third per- 
sons are misled intoa reasonable belief that 
a partnership exists in fact. The money 
advanced must be in the way of a loan, and 
the profits must be applied in payment of 
either interest or principal, or both. 

This last is the basis upon which all sup- 
posed partners are to be held liable, or dis- 
charged therefrom, when they are not 
bound by articles of partnership, nor partici- 
pants in the creation of the indebtedness, 
and the liability, if any, is to be drawn by 
inference from their acts, or their incidental 
connection with the business of the partner- 
ship. It will be seen that the conclusions 
must be arrived at by the course of ordinary 
common sense logic, for common law was 
derived from the acts of the people them- 
selves, aside from sear enactments. 





Correspondence. 


MIAMI VALLEY. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





DAYTON, Ohio, August 28, 1895. 
Several mill men in this section of 
the State who have been interviewed re- 
garding the advent of fall trade submit 
without hesitation the opinion that the same 
will not only come earlier than usual, but 
will prove much more material in its far- 
reaching effects. They assert that present 
conditions seem to point to that conclusion, 
and that if the situation develops otherwise 
the surprise will be general. 
Disappointment relative to the expected 
rush here, owing to the condition of drought 
in other sections, was rather palpable. The 
Miami Valley is now threatened with the 
same disadvantage, aye, calamity, and gen- 
eral suffering in a business way may result. 
One of the afternoon papers the other 
day presented a cartoon showing a dozen 
or more street sprinklers on the bed of the 
Miami Valley keeping down the dust. The 
artist appreciated the full meaning of his 
work. Not only is the Miami River at low 
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| stage—the lowest in its history—but the 


Mad River, the Stillwater and Wolf Creek, 
all intersecting the city or contiguous 
thereto, are equally as low. Bottoms are 
dry in many cases. 

It is evident that with the bed of the 
Lewistown reservoir as dry as a chip, and 
not a fraction of a cubic foot of water reach- 
ing the Miami and Erie Canal, the latter 
waterway must succumb sooner or later. 
Navigation is curtailed even now, except- 
ing between this city and Cincinnati, and 
only a heavy rain will insure a continua- 
tion. 

In speaking to Superintendent O'Conner, 
who has charge of the Ohio system, the 
other day, I was surprised to learn that 
two-fifths of the water in the canal along the 
line is appropriated for power purposes. 
Thus a continual supply from the reservoir 
is a necessity and the results from a lack of 
water are too plainly in evidence to need 
comment. It is the belief of the superin- 
tendent that a little improvement in the 
reservoir, which contains a natural body of 
water, Indian Lake, would relieve the situa- 
tion, but whether steps in that direction 
will be taken cannot be stated. As no 
previous publication, either verbally or 
written, has been given the matter it is pre- 
sumed that noattempt will be made. How- 
ever, mill men should discuss this problem, 
and if the remedial measures cannot be ef- 
fected in time to avoid business suspensions 
and embarrassments this time, future diffi- 
culties of a serious character may be averted. 


Work on the new addition to the Cham- 
pion Coated Paper Company’s mills in 
Hamilton is continuing with gratifying 
progress, and it is expected will be com- 
pleted within a few days. It is possible 
that the work of manufacture may begin in 
several weeks. When mention is made of 
an “addition,” it should be borne in mind 
that the same consists of a duplicate of the 
present factory. The capacity of the plant 
will be doubled and the force increased 
accordingly. Increase in business has 
made this improvement an absolute neces- 
sity. The present mills are running night 
and day. 

By the way, the Smith-Vaile shops in 
North Dayton, an adjunct of the Stilwell- 
Bierce and Smith-Vaile Company, are like- 
wise operating night and day. The other 
shops have continued to run during day 
without interruption. The volume of busi- 
ness in nearly all industries allied to the 
trade appears to be rapidly increasing in 
the valley. Several of the paper novelty 
concerns in the city and the Reynolds & 
Reynolds Company's blank book manufac- 
tory have run several hours at night for a 
considerable time. No more certain evi- 
dence of returning prosperity can be cited. 

A fire started in the Piqua Woolen Mills 
one night this week, but was luckily checked 
in its incipiency. The blaze was located in 
the picking room and was extinguished bya 
stream of water turned on by the company’s 
own fire squad. One tank of chemical fluid 
was used for safety. A fire in a woolen fac- 
tory is dangerous and deceptive. In making 
the run to the fire one of the fire department 
horses attached to a hose wagon fell and 
was seriously injured. 

Several paper manufacturers, or at least 
capitalists who are interested in paper con- 
cerns, are now engaged in the manufacture 
of bicycles. This season the Davis Sewing 


Machine Company started the business, and 
in this Col. F. T. Huffman, of the 7zmes 
and Mews, the Climax Tag Company, the 
Dayton Autographic Register Company 
and several other paper consuming estab- 
lishments, is deeply interested. Now comes 
the news from Middletown of the organiza- 
tion of the Miami Cycle Company, com- 
posed chiefly of capitalists from that busy 
paper mart. Col. Frank Ray is president 
and C. B. Oglesby is vice-president. The 
latter is a well-known paper manufac- 
turer, whose acquaintance in the trade 
is extensive. P. J. Sorg, of the Jacoby 
Paper Company, and Louis Sebold are offi- 
cers of the McSherry Works, which have 
heretofore manufactured the wheels. The 
new company has a paid up capital stock of 
$50,000. Mr. Oglesby is also an officer of 
the McSherry Company and is in a position 
to sign his name as ‘* President.” 

The failure of the First National Bank of 
Franklin caused a profound sensation in 
commercial circles in the Miami Valley, and 
especially among paper mill men. The im- 
pression is that individual depositors and 
stockholders will realize full amounts. It 
has been thought for some time that the 
bank did not have sufficient ready funds to 
meet the current demands of its customers, 
owing to the heavy drains made upon it by 
the local manufacturing interests, chiefly in 
the paper making line. 

The last statement published by the bank 
two weeks prior to the crash showed loans 
and discounts to be $224,134.27; other re- 
sources, $131,990.09 ; its total liabilities were 
$356,124.36, of which $144,763.93 were in- 
dividual deposits, and $27,843.83 notes dis- 
counted. The bank was incorporated with 
a capital stock of $100,000, of which $90,000 
are considered good for double liability, if 
necessary. Officers: C. M. Anderson, presi- 
dent ; E. B. Thirkfield, vice-president ; Wm. 
A. Boynton, cashier; W. F. Schenck, as- 
sistant cashier, and C. M. Anderson, E. 
B. Thirkfield, W. A. Boynton, R. P. Evans, 
and D. B. Anderson, directors. 

There is arumor that other concerns will 
suffer from the bank’s collapse, but people 
are loath to believe that any of Franklin's 
paper mills will become involved. It is 
stated that the bank was interested in 
bonds issued by and secured upon the 
Friend & Forgy paper mills. When this 
company was sold and converted into the 
Alpha Paper Company these bonds were 
continued. The original issue was $40,000. 

C. M. Anderson, president of the bank, is 
president of the Franklin Paper Company ; 
Director D. B. Anderson is manager of the 
Eagle and secretary of the Alpha Paper 
companies, while Cashier Boynton is secre- 
tary of the Franklin Paper Company. 

At arecent meeting of the directors of 
the Carter-Crume Paper Company, at Ni- 
agara Falls, N. Y., a substantial semi-an- 
nual dividend was officially declared. The 
prosperity of the local branch cannot be 
disputed. Besides the Niagara Falls plant 
another is conducted at Saginaw, Mich., and 
one in Dayton. 

The Carter-Crume Baseball Club was the 
swiftest of the season in Dayton, containing 
several ex-league players. A handsome 
cut of theclub members appeared in Auzz, 
a local humorous sheet, this week. 

An insurance agent in Hamilton has cut 
a wide swath, and among the number whom | 
he embarrassed were several paper men. 











It seemed to be his fault to insure a mill 
and make false returns to his company. In 
this manner mills were insured as resi- 
dences. The agent has skipped. 

T. M. Boyd, trustee of the Louis Snider’s 
Sons Paper Company, some time ago filed a 
lengthy suit incorporating many allegations 
against Samuel Margerum, trustee of the 
Gunckel Banking Company. An answer 
has been filed which denies generally and 
specifically each and every allegation. 

This is the month of county fairs. Butler 
and Warren counties excel in this respect. 
At Hamilton and Franklin, in consequence, 
the paper makers have found it necessary 
to give their employees an opportunity to 
visit the exhibitions and witness the races. 
The Butler County fair is considered *‘ the 
greatest show on earth.” The attendance 
some seasons reaches 30,000 in a day. 

It is asserted that a determined effort will 
be made by some Hamilton manufacturers 
to break the lease which controls power 
supplies from the Hamilton hydraulic. It 
is claimed that in not furnishing the power 
the hydraulic company has forfeited its 
lease. This contract or lease will be re- 
sisted by possibly every one of the consum- 
ers on the low level in the city, as well as by 
those upon the upper level. Several paper 
concerns are interested and a certain manu- 
facturer is quoted as saying that on account 
of slack water power he had been losing 
from $10 to $25 per day for the past month. 
They argue that they are now in the rush 


of their busiest season and that for the lack | 
of water they have been compelled not only | 


to keep their employees idle, but that some 
of their customers have been driven away, 
while the water rental continued at the 
same rate. The lessees on the upper level 
can run only at night, while others are en- 
abled to operate an hour or two in the 
early morning. A schedule of losses has 
been kept and litigation seems to be a cer- 
tainty. The hydraulic is excessively low. 
Charles Whealen, district manager of the 
American Straw Board Company in Ohio, 
is in Chestertown, Md., looking after a mill 
there. When his work is completed he will 
visit Eastern points for pleasure and recrea- 
tion. The American Straw Board Com- 
pany’s mills in this State have been incon- 
venienced by low water. M. V.

TURNER'S FALLS, Mass., August 26, 1895. 

The most educational and practical 
kindergarten illustration of what the elec- 
tric street railway is capable of accomplish- 
ing in the way of building up the inland 
manufacturing localities of New England 
is the completion this year of the line from 
Greenfield to Turner's Falls and thence via 
Lake Pleasant (the New England Spiritual- 
ist ‘‘ Round Lake,” camp grounds) to Mil- 
ler’s Falls. This leaves a 5 mile track 
only to be completed from Miller's Falls to 
Orange, which latter place is connected 
with Athol by an electric road. Another 
year and Athol will be connected with the 
city of Fitchburg by electric cars, which 
will complete the last link of this electric 
railway chain, which will, with present 
steam railroad connections, convert this 
northern tier of Massachusetts manufac- 
a localities, all of them noted for paper 


| poet has it, 














manufacture, from isolated plants into, as 
it were, a compact whole. 

The enormous patronage bestowed by 
the public upon the road opened from 
Cheapside, Greenfield, to Turner's Falls, 
and thence to Miller's Falls, has taught the 
authorities of these localities that they have 
got to give up all cranky objections to the 
electric railway, and make way for its ad- 
vent through the finest and most populated 
streets, because, forsooth, it is ‘‘ every- 
body's wagon,” or, in other words, the vehi- 
cle of an American majority—the only 
acknowledged king in this republic. The 
last kick made against street occupancy was 
made by conservative old Greenfield, but it 
didn’t work, and now one can ride there, 
as elsewhere, on the ‘‘ electrics,” as the 
‘* from groceree to groceri.” 

The big farming town of Montague has 
four distinct villages, called Montague City, 
Turner’s Falls, Lake Pleasant and Mon- 
tague. The city is about 5 miles east of 
Greenfield and the ‘‘electrics” pass the 
summer home of B. N. Farren, standing on 
his beautiful farm of 400 acres, which in- 
cludes a fine undeveloped mill privilege on 
the Connecticut River. The residence, 
which is surrounded with spacious piazzas 
and stands on the main street, flanked with 
spacious lawns and meadows, was built 
over 100 years ago fora hotel. It has been 
finely fitted up and furnished by Mr. Farren 
for a summer home, is filled with rare 


| curios from the Old World, and is occupied 


by him when not at his winter residence at 
Philadelphia, or on the Continent, to which 
he is a frequent visitor. 

Mr. Farren is a modest and unassuming 
gentleman, and is the head of the great 


| paper mill industries at Turner's Falls, 


where more paper is made on a single 
eighth of a mile canal, fed from the power- 
ful and never failing waters of the upper 
Connecticut River, than in any other loca- 
tion in the United States. He is a Penn- 
sylvanian by birth, and first came to this 
State in the capacity of a railroad building 
contractor. After taking and completing 
several different sections of the present 
great Hoosac Tunnel railroad on both sides 
of the Hoosac Mountain, in which he de- 
veloped a wonderful capacity for gnawing 
through rocky barriers in short order, he 
was selected by the civil engineers to wage 


| the first battle with the monster mountain at 
| its eastern portal, into which he made a 


half mile cavern with no other machinery 
than the hand drill, and with no other ex- 
plosive substance than gunpowder. At this 
point it was found necessary to furnish the 
miners with artificial air, and it was Mr. 


| Farren who conceived the idea of overcom- 


ing this obstacle with compressed air forced 
into the cavern through iron pipes. A huge 
dam was built by the State across the Deer- 
field River, near the eastern tunnel portal, 
turbines and other machinery were erected, 
and this feat was successfully accomplished, 
it being the first time that compressed air 
was thus brought into play. 

At this time Mr. Farren conceived the 
idea of firing off his blasts with electric- 
ity from Leyden jars, which he soon 
discarded for superior electrical ap- 
paratus, and was thus the first man to 
harness electricity to this work. Such was 
his practical and successful energy to over- 
come the obstacles which he for the first 
time encountered in this great work that 
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he soon studied out a power drill, which 
was constructed by Burleigh, of Fitchburg. 
This drill was placed in the tunnel, com- 
pressed air having been utilized to drive it, 
and in 1867 proved successful, and the drill- 
ing and blasting were increased four times 


by this invention, which was thus for the | 


first time put into use. It was Mr. Farren 
who then went searching for more powerful 
and handier explosives than gunpowder, 
and who for the first time put nitro-glycer- 
ine into play for blasting, the celebrated 
chemist, Professor Mowbray, manufacturing 


the article at works near the western face | 


of the tunnel. 

It was at this time, while three other face 
workings had been secured on the tunnel 
by means of shafts, 1,000 and 300 feet in 
depth, sunk through the solid rock of the 
mountain, that, in endeavoring to reach the 
300 foot shaft on the west side of the moun- 
tain by tunneling through a single high 
intervening foot hill, quicksand was en- 
countered in such quantities as to drive the 
workmen out of the tunnel. The State, 
which was building the work by the appro- 
priation of millions of dollars, became dis- 
couraged, while the enemies of the work 
were almost sure of its discontinuance. In 
this dark hour Mr. Farren was called to the 
front and took the contract to overcome this 
fearful obstacle. It was after weeks of 
energetic skill and industry that he suc- 
ceeded, and his solid, substantial work 
through this dangerous and treacherous 
hill stands to him a crowning monument of 
mechanical victory, as the rushing locomo- 
tives and trains thunder through this great 
commercial cavern, day and night, year 
after year. 

It was Hon. Alvah Crocker, the pioneer 
founder of the great paper mill industries 
of Fitchburg, who was the champion to lead 
forth to triumph that faction in the State 
which had the daring to force the enterprise 
of building the Hoosac Tunnel to the front 
as acapitalistic and afterward as a State 
enterprise, and whose great services as such 
will ever be remembered with gratitude, 
not only by this State and nation, but by 
the world at large. 

It was as natural for this great executive, 
commercial, manufacturing and legislative 
mind, full of fire and energy, and for the 
great mechanical genius which surmounted 
the natural and unnatural obstacles to the 
completion of this gigantic tuunel work to 
come together after its successful building 
as for two mountain streams of forceful 
current:to join their waters. It was Hon. 
Alvah Crocker who conceived the idea of 
imprisoning the upper waters of the Con- 
necticut River at the rock-fortressed ravine 
at Turner's Falls, who formed a syndicate 
to establish a water power company there, 
and who induced Mr. Farren, his skillful 
and indomitable friend, to become a mem- 
ber of the same. The work was full of 
** big lions in the path” and one of great 
expense, with possible returns looming up 
a good way off in the distant future. It 
was Mr. Farren again who overcame the 
rock and the water, built the dam and 
blasted the deep canal sheer out of the hill- 
side ledge. The dam built, the syndicate 
bravely dropped its dollars into building the 
Montague paper mill, the great Russell 
cutlery works, the Keith and the Turner's 
Falls paper mills, and the reward slowly 
but surely followed, although Mr. Crocker 
was not permitted to behold the full fruit- 
age of his great business foresight or of 
the wonderful Hoosac tunnel. Of this pio- 
neer syndicate Mr. Farren, then the 
youngest member, is alone among the liv- 
ing. Having met with family losses, and 
the defeat of many cherished plans for 
loved ones whom he had hoped would sur- 
vive him, he is quietly rounding out his 
days with the exercise of those rare talents 
of business for the good of those with whom 
he is associated. 

It may be here observed that it had al- 
ways been the policy of those who founded 
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this great paper making business to retain 
faithful employees and to give them an in- 
terest in the business. Therefore all these 
mills, with a never failing motive power and 
no new changes of management and plans, 
move steadily forward in successful manu- 
facture. Asan evidence of the wisdom of 
such past and present management, it can 
be truthfully stated that the Montague 
paper mill has never stopped its wheels for 
twenty-four business hours since it was first 
started up, and the other paper mills have a 
similar record. 

The Montague mill now employs 200 
hands, the Keith mill about the same num- 
ber, and the Turner's Falls mill 100. The 
John Russell Cutlery Company employs 700 
hands, and runs on a nine hour schedule. 
Tariff changes have affected the great out- 
put of this company in former years, but 
hoped for changes therein are looked for, 
and a full restoration to its old time pros- 
perity. 

The Montague paper mill is running ex- 
clusively on print paper on its mammoth 
machine, the second largest in the country, 
and which was set up a yearago. It turns 
off 71 inch paper in a continuous roll, fur- 
nishing the entire stock of print for the 
Chicago 7rz+une and for a number of large 
ready outside print establishments in sev- 
eral portions of the United States. This 
machine throws off both the 71 inch roll 
and the 351% outside sheets ready cut at 
the same time. The company has a new 
66 inch machine building. Everything 
about the Montague mill runs like clock- 
work, its product being from wood pulp and 
cotton waste stock. The seven large steam 
boilers in this plant consume 40 tons of coal 
daily, a system of coal dumps from the rail- 
road cars doing away with much labor in 
feeding them. In fact, this steam boiler 
house is a model for such structures. 

The foundations are being put in for a 
new mill to be run by the Marshall Paper 
Company, which is to be a two machine 
mill, and is to have Porter Farwell, the 
present efficient superintendent of the Mon- 
tague mill, for its president. The new struc- 
ture or plant is to be located on the canal, 
just below the great Keith paper mill, and 
the output is to be a fine grade of book 
paper, manufactured from a and pop- 
lar pulps. 

Quite a number of the Turner's Falls 
paper makersare stockholders ina large pulp 
and paper mill near Lake Megantic, in the 
province of Quebec, and combine business 
with pastime when they go up to visit the 
plant each August. B. F. Farren,W. D. 
Russell, Porter Farwell, E. M. Perry, W. P. 
Duston and W. E. Everett have just re- 
turned from such a delightful hunting and 
fishing trip laden down with spoils as heav- 
ily as the spies on their return from the

APPLETON, Wis., August 27, 1895. 

For the past two weeks this district 
has been rejoicing in heavy and frequent 
rains, and the effect begins to be apparent 
in the level of the lake. This body of 
water is reported to have risen from 2 to 3 
inches, but there is a dreary space between 
the surface of the water and the top of the 
Menasha dam, from which the computation 
begins, so far as the manufacturers are con- 
cerned. Within the past week, however, 
some new developments have come to light, 
and new steps have been taken to do some- 
thing to remedy the state of things on this 
river. 

In the first place, Governor Upham, of this 
State. last Friday wrote a personal letter to 
the War Department asking the department 
to permit the manufacturers to use a portion 
of the flow of the river, at least as an ex- 
perimental measure, and determine whether 
or not the interests of navigation would be 
damaged thereby. The interests of the 
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Government were acknowledged to be para- 
mount, and if such damage was found to 
occur the Federal authorities would, of 
course, be justified in withdrawing their 
permission. The Governor said in his let- 
ter that he had been impelled to write'at 
the solicitation of the manufacturers and 
residents of the valley, and he did so pri- 
marily in the interests of the many laboring 
men who were out of employment on ac- 
count of the prohibition of the use of the 
water for power purposes. No reply has 
been received, but one is expected at any 
time. 

A dispatch to a local paper here from 
Washington says that the engineers in the 
War Department are becoming interested 
in the proposition for letting water into the 
Upper Fox River from the Wisconsin River 
which has been treated of in these columns 
at some length. Copies of the papers from 
Portage City advocating the measure have 
been received at Washington, and have ap- 
parently opened the eyes of the officials 
there. The dispatch says: 


‘* It was a surprise to the engineers that 
the people of Portage favor the plan, and 
they are also surprised to learn that the 
logging interests on the Wisconsin River 
would not be interfered with by the dis- 
charge of a considerable body of water 
from that river. When asked if he had given 
any further consideration to the subjectand 
if he had noted what the Portage papers 
were saying respecting it, General Doe ad- 
mitted that he was giving some consider- 
ation to the plan, and he believed that it 
presented some feasible features. He said 
it would be necessary, of course, if water 
was to be admitted from the Wisconsin into 
the Fox, that it should be let in very care- 
fully, so as not to create a sufficient current 
to endanger the government works in the 
upper Fox. On this subject General Doe 
said : 

‘*I do not believe the plan is one to be 
considered as feasible for constant use, but 
it might be used in a temporary emergency 
such as is now presented in the Fox River 
Valley. 1 believe that if the order recently 
issued, providing that no sluicing of water 
around the dams at Neenah and Menasha 
shall be permitted during the spring freshets 
until the water runs at least 20 inches over 
the Menasha dam, is enforced there will be 
no dangerof low water in the future, even 
inadryseason. Lake Winnebago is intended 
to be the reservoir for the supply of water in 
the lower Fox canals, and it is not to be ex- 
pected that thisreservoir will befully supplied 
with water during the dry summer months, 
unless the supply of water which comes 
with the spring rains is held in the spring. 
I am not sufficiently informed as to the situ- 
ation on the upper Fox to be able to say 
what might be done with complete safety in 
the way of letting water from the Wiscon- 
sin into that stream, but the plan certainly 
seems to have some merit, and the opinions 
of the people of Portage are entitled to con- 
siderable weight in the premises.” 

It should have been stated above that it 
is reported that the people of Oshkosh are 
preparing a remonstrance to be sent to the 
War Department to attempt to offset the 
letter transmitted by the Governor. E. S. 
Minor, the Congressman from this district, 
has expressed himself as being in favor of 
a meeting of the entire Congressional dele- 
gation at some point in the Fox River Val- 
ley, there to meet the manufacturing inter- 
ests and go over the ground thoroughly 
with a view of setting on foot some reme- 
dial legislation affecting the management 
of the water in the future. What the result 
of all these things will be remains to be 
seen, but meanwhile the manufacturers 
themselves are going ahead just as though 
they never expected to have any water 
again, and are getting their steam plants 
ready with all possible speed. The mills in 
the cities along down the river will be 
shortly provided for running by steam at 
about their full capacity, but the great 
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mills at Kimberly and Combined Locks are 
not putting in any more steam than they 
already have, and will need to have some 
water before they can do their usual work 
again. They are so big that steam plants 
for them would have to be on a tremendous 
scale. 

The Fox River Paper Company, of this 
city, last week let the contracts for the 
building of the new boiler and engine 
house for the Lincoln Mill. The contract 
for doing all of the millwright work and 
setting the boilers, installing the engine 
and arranging the new shafting was 
awarded to C. B. Pride, of this city. The 
contract for doing the mason work was 
awarded to John Hackworthy, also of Ap- 
pleton. Operations under the contracts 
have already begun, and the new building 
will be ready by the time that the boilers 
and engine arrive. 

Trade conditions seem to be improving 
and the mills which are able to run have all 
that they can do. Some of them, at the 
best, are compelled to turn down many of 
the orders which are coming tothem. One 
of the manufacturers said the other day to 
your correspondent that the tables were 
turned and that the jobbers were coming to 
the mill men now, instead of the mill men 
going to the jobbers, as had so long been 
the case. One agent of a paper house had 
been in that day and wanted the manufac- 
turer to make him upa carload of almost 
anything he had in standard sizes and 
weights, as his house was in need of paper 
and must have it. 


Mr. Lyng, the chemist at the mill of the 
Riverside Fibre Company, has interests re- 
quiring his attention in his home in Norway 
and has been compelled to give up his posi- 
tion with the Riverside people, much to 
their regret and that of the large circle of 
friends whom he has made in Appleton. 
The company has been fortunate in supply- 
ing his place, however, having secured N. 
E. Bonnevie, also lately of Norway, who is 
well known to many of the sulphite manu- 
facturers of the East as well as the West. 
Mr. Bonnevie is an expert in his line of 
work and is no stranger here, having spent 
several months with the Riverside people 
in the past. He will begin his work here in 
about a month, the intervening time being 
spent in some work in Chicago upon which 
he is at present engaged. 


Reports from the Park Mills of the Mari- 
nette and Menominee Paper Company are 
to the effect that Superintendent McLaugh- 
lin, formerly of this city, has beem suecess- 
ful in getting the mills into splendid condi- 
tion, and that, in addition to the print paper 
which it is the intention of the company to 
begin manufacturing soon, it is probable 
that certain grades of book paper will also 
be made. 

F. J. Harwood, manager of the Appleton 
Woolen Mills, now carries on his watch 
guard a beautiful medallion charm which 
shows on the front the Christian Endeavor 
monogram in raised letters, and on the re- 
verse the inscription: ‘‘ Presented to F. J. 
Harwood by Section 1, Boston, 1895." Mr. 
Harwocd was in charge of one of the trains 
which carried the Wisconsin Endeavorers 
to the convention. The train was known as 
** Section 1,” and so pleasant was the jour- 
ney under Mr. Harwood's management that 
the passengers quietly arranged the happy 
surprise for him. It was one of the things 
liable to happen to the man who runs 
woolen mills, trains, conventions, &c., with 
equal facility. 

A small fire occurred at the woolen mills 
last week, the roof catching fire from sparks 
from the smokestack. The blaze was put 
out by the mill employees before the fire 
department arrived. The damage to the 
steam engine at this plant has been repaired, 
and the mill is running on full time, as 
usual, 

A little wreck occurred one day last week 
in the yards of the Manufacturing Invest- 
ment Company in this city. A switch en- 





gine was handling some cars in the pulp 
wood yards, when the rails spread and the 
locomotive left the track and ran into one 
of the wood piles. The locomotive was not 
injured, but the tender was so smashed up 
that it had to be sent to the shops. 

John S. Gittens, of the Shattuck & Bab- 
cock Company, of De Pere, was married 
last Wednesday evening, the bride being 
Helen Dousman, daughter of Mayor Dous- 
man, of that city. The ceremony took 
place at 8:30 o'clock in the Presbyterian 
Church at De Pere, and was witnessed by 
a large company of friends from most of 
the cities on the Fox River Valley. The 
best man was James Kimberly, and the 
ushers were Lute Henry, James Wright, 
E. P. Sherry and Sidney Benedict, of Nee- 
nah, most of whom are among the younger 
men in the paper manufacturing business.

Mr. Van 
Alstyne is employed in the office of the 
Telulah Paper Company. The bride is the 
daughter of one of Appleton’s most promi- 
nent attorneys. Mr. and Mrs. Van Als- 
tyne’s house will be ready for them to go 
into as soon as the knot is tied. 

Your correspondent omitted to state last 
week that the big belt for the new engine of 
the Fox River Paper Company, which is to 
be 180 feet long, 46 inches wide and of 
double leather, will be made by Jewell & 
Co., of Hartford, Conn. 

The mill of the Western Paper Paper Bag 
Company, at Kaukauna, has been started 
up again under steam power after being 
shut down for several weeks. 

The Plover Paper Company is about to 
order its second paper machine for its mill 
on the Wisconsin River. The machinery 
men are on the ground, and are making 
figures on the job. The present machine is 
a 108 inch, and the new one will probably 
be about the same width. The mill build- 
ing was originally constructed for two ma- 
chines, so that as soon as the machine 
arrives it can be placed in position.

It is composed of many small wires com- 
bined in one cable and it cost about $1.10 a 
foot.

Thus far it has been used forcarrying 
cement only. The carrier is started and 
stopped by means of signals given with red 
and white flags.

According to the calendar the closing 
days of summer are here ; the issue of THE 
PareR TRADE JOURNAL in which this letter 
is to appear will mark the very last day, 

True, the month of September always re- 
quires at least the first half to ‘ pull itself 
together,” so to speak, for autumn activi- 
ties; but, accurately speaking, this week 
closes the summer season. 

Well, take it altogether, it has been a 
pretty good summer after all, notwithstand- 
ing the hard times which had prevailed 
down to the very eve of its opening. Many 
manufacturers of paper have suffered and 
are yet suffering from low water in various 
parts of the country, but this very. condition, 
having shortened the supply, has enabled 
them to get rid of accumulated stocks, in 
many cases at fair prices, and when the fall 
rains do come—as come they must—every 
mill, it is believed, will find itself in good 
shape to take due advantage thereof, and 
this great industry as a whole will in all hu- 
man probability enter upon a prosperous 
career which it has not known for years. 

Local mill representatives, commission 
men and jobbers report no change of note 
since I last wrote to Tue JourNnaL, what 
little change there is being for the better. 
For the better, that is, so far as volume of 
orders and firmness of prices are concerned, 
although many are more or less seriously 
handicapped by the short supply of paper. 
As many of the mills which have heretofore 
depended solely upon water power have 
added, and others are even now adding, to 
their plants the necessary boilers and ma- 

chinery for steam power, and as, moreover, 
an increased flow of water cannot, in the 
nature of things, be very far off, inconven- 
ience from the cause above stated must 
soon disappear, and the increased demand 
will be met at prices which will give every 
dealer a ‘‘ better show for his white alley” 
than he had dared to dream of a year ago. 
Such, at least, seems to be the general feel- 
ing of the trade here, after averaging the 
expressions of nearly every representative 
man in town. 

Coarse papers are bringing fairly re- 
munerative prices. In the case of manillas 
—certain grades of which are reported 
quite scarce—this is easily accounted for by 
the fact that many of the manilla mills use 
water power only (when they can get it), 
and that many of them are consequently 
closed down ; but a vast number of straw 
paper mills are run by steam and have 
therefore sustained no diminution of prod- 
uct, yet straw paper, too, is on a much 
firmer basis, and its prices are gradually 
advancing, all of which shows unmistakably 
an increased demand. 

One of the best posted book paper men 
is out of town ; but another, a large handler 
of this product and an undoubted authority, 
says: *‘ There is not much change in book. 
The demand is very good, but low prices 
continue. There is a cloud hanging over 
the market. Just at present the Eastern 
men are unloading a great deal of stuff 
here ; but they well know that they are in 
a fair way of being knocked out as soon 
as the valley men (who constitute a much 
more important factor as makers of book 
for this market than one of the gentlemen 
quoted in your last letter supposes) get 
their mills started again. This market be- 
longs naturally to Western producers, and 
so great is their natural advantage that 
they are bound to get it back. Book pa- 
pers are as a rule bought for quick jobs ; 
hence dealers and consumers want some- 
thing which they can get on short notice, 
and this fact is altogether in favor of the 
Western manufacturer. Lots of people 
here won't buy Eastern book at all if they 
can help it. From all this it is easy to un- 
derstand the present condition of the Chica- 
go market for book. This condition will, 
in the course of time, be relieved, however, 
and prices wil! be as satisfactory as volume 
is now.” 

Concerning news print our friend, the big 
mill man, says: ‘ Business isa little quiet, 
August being a dull month. Prices of 
news have advanced, however, and there is 
no reason to suppose that they will fall— 
combination or no combination. All of the 
mills are so far behind on orders that even 
big rains would not make the supply great 
enough to interfere materially with prices. 
Besides, the rains may come too late to 
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cause a full supply. In view of the fact 
that only one new print mill of any magni- 
tude has gone into operation during the 
past two years, and of the further fact that 
consumption has been and constantly is in- 
creasing, present prices may be regarded as 


safe to continue, if not advance.” 


Apropos of news print it may be said that 
the recent agreement of the Wisconsin 
manufacturers, as set forth in Tue JourNAL’s 
Appleton correspondence of August 13 and 
interest in 
Chicago, where the bulk of the output of

those mills is marketed. 


Mill representatives and commission men, 
so far as seen, seem to be generally in favor 


of it. The biggest Eastern mill man in 


town speaks enthusiastically of it as a step 


in the right direction, and says that it is 
only what the Eastern mills have been try- 
ing for along time to bring about, Here 
and there a jobber is inclined to wince 
under some of the provisions of the agree- 
ment, but many admit that it calls for only 
that which is just, fair and reasonable. 


All classes of paper men, with few indi- 
vidual exceptions in any class, agree in the 


opinion that while it may be maintained 
during the present scarcity of news its 
maintenance will be impracticable when the 
field shall be fully occupied and competi- 
tion runs riot as of yore. No imputation is 
cast upon the honor or good faith of the 
Wisconsin print men, and dealers gener- 
ally believe that they have done the best 
they could toward the correction of abuses ; 
but ‘‘human nature is human nature,” say 
the doubters, and when pressed hard for 
concessions which business rivals are grant- 
ing it will be strange indeed if some indi- 
vidual member does not weaken, and thus 
the whole agreement goes to smash. 


The writer of this letter was in several of 


the paper making towns of Wisconsin about 
two weeks ago and met quite a number of 
the leading manufacturers. The news 
print agreement was not discussed to any 
extent, but those who did mention it seemed 
to regard its enforcement as a matter of 
course. They are a fine body of men, these 
valley paper makers, and when they go 
unitedly into a fight they mean business. 
As for the present unfortunate condition of 
affairs prevailing in their region, they are 
accepting it like philosophers. There is no 
sulking or whining on the part of these 
gentlemen, but a cheerful disposition to 
make the best of the situation, such as it 
is. Some steam plants have been put in 
and others are in course of construction. 
Lessons of economizing water have been 
learned during the long continued drought 
which will stand them in good stead in the 
future. They are patiently waiting for 
their lake to fill up; and when the wished 
for full flow does come they will be ready 
to take advantage of it, and will go ahead 
as blithely as though nothing had hap- 
pened. It is not anticipated that such a 
blow to their industry as they have recently 
experienced will occur again for a genera- 
tion at least. 

A live commission house is the firm of 
Friend & Johnston, 820 Medinah Temple, 
Chicago. New clients at both ends of the 
line—manufacturers and jobbers—are con- 
stantly being added to their list, and their 
business shows a steady and gratifying in- 
crease. While not old men by any means, 
both of these gentlemen are old in the paper 
business, each having had an experience of 
some twenty-five years, and consequently 
know how to make things go the satisfac- 
tion of both seller and buyer. 

Strawboard is a question which, like 
Banquo’s ghost, *‘ will not down.” No 
sooner do the manufacturers get everything 
fixed for smooth sailing and fair profits 
than the daily papers begin to attack the 
interest in their money and stock articles 
for purposes sufficiently obvious. 

Take the following for example from the 
7imes-Herald of a week ago : 

‘* There was an authoritative statement 
afloat yesterday tothe effect that the Stand- 
ard Straw Board Company was meeting 
with unexpected difficulties in the conduct 
of the business for which it was organized. 
The Standard Company was organized a 
short time ago to distribute the product of 
the several strawboard companies. It was 
to begin business August 15. The reports 
concerning the operations of the company 
have not been satisfactory. This latest in- 
formation is the effect that the purchasers 
from the distributing company are assum- 
ing the position that they cannot be forced 
to pay their bills. It is not known exactly 
on what grounds such a presumption is 
based, but it is understood that the trust 
feature of the distributing company's er- 
ganization may have led purchasers to be- 
lieve it was illegal. That was the way the 
situation was understood in Chicago yester- 
day. The-headquarters of the company are 
in New York.” 

This story, however, was taken back in 
short order, for on the same day (Wednes- 
day, 2ist) the Pos, the evening edition of 
the 7imes-Herald, contained the follow- 
ing : 

‘*It was positively denied at the office of 
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the American Straw Board Company in this 
city that there was any trouble, present or 
anticipated, with the workings of the Stand- 
ard Straw Board Company, the distributing 
agent of the manufacturers. It was said 
the report that there was trouble evidently 
had been started for the purpose of depress- 
ing the stock of the American Company ; 
that no point had-been raised by customers 
as to the payment of bills, and that no fears 
were entertained of attack for violation of 
State anti-trust laws, as the new corporation 
was absolutely attorney general proof. ‘The 
whole story is absurd,’ said Mr. Watkins, 
‘and I cannot imagine how it originated un- 
less it came from some source interested in 
depressing the American stock for the pur- 
pose of accumulating some of it. It certainly 
did not come from any of the strawboard 
manufacturers or from their customers. 
The question of payment of bills cannot 
arise before September 1, when the first 
payments to the new company will become 
due. The Standard Company began opera- 
tions on August 15. 

‘The new schedule of prices sent out pro- 
vides that all bills shall be payable on the 
first of each month, and sales so far made 
will be settled September 1. Purchasers of 
strawboard are not the class of men who 
would raise a point to craw] out of their just 
obligations, even if they could, but I cannot 
conceive on what ground it is thought they 
could evade payment of bills due the Stand- 
ard Company. As to that company existing 
in violation of the anti-trust laws of this or 
any other State, that statement is as un- 
founded as the other. The Standard Com- 
pany was not formed blindly ; its promoters 
had the best legal advice in New Jersey, 
where it is incorporated, in New York and 
in this State, and it is as legitimate and 
legal a corporation in its business and all 
other relations as is the American or any 
other company. It is safe from attack un- 
der the anti-trust laws because it violates 
none of them. It surely cannot be said that 
the American Company or any other straw- 
board company cannot sell its output to 
whom it pleases.” 

To a personal inquiry on the part of the 
writer for ‘‘news,” Secretary Watkins re- 
plied that there was nothing of moment, 
beyond the fact that the Standard Straw 
Board Company had opened the doors of its 
office in New York promptly for business on 
the 15th inst., and that everything since had 
been running smoothly according to the 
programme outlined in my last letter. 

It may very properly be remarked, in 
passing, that with J. H. Swinarton person- 
ally directing the affairs of the Standard no . 
less a result was to be expected. :

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Getting the Most out of Things. |

In these days mill men have to get 
the most out of everything. The use of 
exhaust steam from the engine for various 
purposes about the mill is now a question of 
importance. An improved way of getting 


the best results in this lineis herewith illus- | 


trated. There are several ways to get ex- 
haust steam from various sources in a paper 
mill. 

A certain millhas in its calendering room 
three machines which require each 60 
pounds pressure of steam to the square 
inch to efficiently heat the pipes. Now the 
exhaust steam from these, which would 
otherwise pass into the atmosphere after 
having performed its work, some of it in 
the form of condensed drippings at the 
escape, and the remainder in vapor, is made 
to return to a heater and to contribute 
toward raising the temperature of the feed 
water for the boiler. 

This isa good idea and could be advan- 
tageously used in many mills. The method 
with two others, viz., from the traps of the 
return pipes of the circulation (for heating 
the mill), and from the air pump of the con- 
densing engine, has been found effective by 
a proper protection of the return pipes, in 
constantly supplying feed water at from 
198° to 206°, and upward to the boilers. 

Another source of supply is the exhaust 
from the boilers, using the same for a multi- 
plicity of purposes throughout the mill.

The system is illustrated in the cut, a 
being the pipe from the engine, 4 the free 
exhaust, and ¢ the pipe which leads to the dis- 
tributing reservoirs ;@ represents weights. 
The back pressure arrangement is of novel 
construction, as can be seen. No lever is 
used, as the weights might act directly upon 
the valve. The system works freely and is 
easily constructed. The most can be got 
out of the supply of exhaust steam by such 
an arrangement as this. 

Another unique way of getting the full 
benefit of water power is by the use of the 
two-nozzle device shown in the next dia- 
gram. The penstock is represented at 4, 
the metal pipe at c, the elbow connection at 
d@, and the two nozzles at¢. The water is 
caused to direct its force against the wheel 
a in such manner that full benefit of the 
momentum is derived. The actuating shaft 
is driven by means of a chain or shaft with

bevel gears. There is a wiper mounted 
on this main actuating shaft which engages 
with a twelve pointed star wheel mounted 
fast on the shaft carrying the peg wheels, 
and the speed of the wheel is governed by

them. Two eccentrics are fastened to the 
actuating shaft and the eccentric straps are 
pivoted to the frame of the wheel, so that 
the rotation of the shaft will cause the regu- 
lator to move toward and away from the 
same during one revolution. This recipro- 
cating motion is cut down to the smallest 
amount consistent with safety and is made 
only 1 inch, and thus the wheel is not sub- 
jected to that sudden jerking motion so un- 
favorable to a long life. 

When the roller beam, spindle box and all 
together are out of order, to get them into 
proper working condition set the roller beam 
straight, and by the use of a gauge get the 
carriage strips all at one distance from the 
bottom centre of the front roller ; then with 
a level set the carriage strips at the front to 


the level intended, and all of the ends of’ 


the spindle box bottoms at one distance 
from the carriage ends. 

A line must be stretched along the bot- 
tom of the spindle box, and with the squar-

ing bands square the carriage so that the 
line is clear in the middle and at the ends ; 
put the spindle box straight, and put in the 
bevel which is intended for the spindle at 
each end. A line stretched along the top 
of the spindles will give their true position, 
and they can be easily set accordingly ; 
the faller and stops at the back must then 
be set to the distance found necessary. 

A wheel of this sort, constructed properly, 
and with all of its mechanism adjusted 
level, will get all there is to be obtained 
from the supply of water. 

A mechanic, before he is successful with 
any machine, must make a special study of 
its peculiarities. In the days of the hand 
machines he would be known to spend con- 
siderable time in adjusting all of the vari- 
ous movements to his particular fancy. 
The machine may have been worked only a 
short time previously and then have made 
perfect work ; but this was not sufficient ;

A RECENT inquiry from a resident of | 


the West Indies as to the manufacture 
of paper pulp from bagasse recalls to 
mind the fact that for many years this 
has been a much neglected paper mak- 
ing fibre. Heretofore the stock has 
been reduced by the soda process, and 
we think that it would be an interesting 
experiment to determine the practica- 
bility of the sulphite process in work- 
ing it. In cane producing sections the 
waste of really good material is to be 
regretted. 





Reports from the Fox River Valley 
are to the effect that considerable rain 
has fallen in that section of late, but 
without much apparent benefit to the 
water powers. Thus manufacturers 
have not experienced that relief 
which an abundant water supply can 
furnish. Complaint is made that lum- 
bermen withhold much of the water

poses is prevented from flowing in its 
natural course. It would seem to be 
proper for the Government to take 
cognizance of this as well as of the 
consumption of water along the line 
of the Fox River. The denudation of 
forest lands at the Northwest con- 
tinues without abatement, and with 
no reference to making good the losses 
thus sustained by a proper system of 
forestry. Much has been said and 
written on this subject, and much more 
probably will be before State or Fed- 
eral authority intervenes to call a halt 
to the waste constantly going on, and 
which promises in time to make arid 
wastes of a stretch of territory which 
is the field for important industries and 
an increasing population. Deprecia- 
tion in the value of property will follow 
as a necessary consequence of abuse of 
the gifts of nature, and great private 
and public loss must follow. 





NEWSPAPER excitement over the pend- 
ing plan of consolidation of the mills 
making print paper appears to have 
abated. The little flurry is over, for 
the present at least, and those who 
have made the combination the sub- 
ject of headlines and other things de- 
nunciatory have discovered that they 
have been more frightened than hurt. 
Other matters of public interest have 
intervened to prevent further con- 
sideration of the subject, and the im- 
pending yachting contest absorbs at- 
tention. So it goes. Meanwhile the 
paper trade will move on in its accus- 
tomed way. 





WE are informed that caseine size is 
gaining a footing in our paper mills, 
and that there is a promise that it may 
become quite generally used. The ad- 
vantages of this size have been set 
forth from time to time by persons who 
have shown nosmall appreciation of its 
value, and if we are to regard the slow 
progress which it has made during a 
course of many years in gaining 
a footing in American mills as an 
assuring incident, it may be assumed 
that it will hold its position. Many of 
the more important changes in paper 
making appliances have been a long 
time in reaching that solid ground on 
which they become fixed and are rec- 
ognized as essential to the industry. 
The use of caseine size may be one of 
these incidents. 


WE have called attention in previous 
issues to the expert opinion emanating 
from several quarters regarding the 
effect which would most likely be pro- 
duced upon lake navigation by the 
Chicago drainage canal. We have al- 
ways insisted that lake transportation 
is one of the most active and important 
factors in keeping freight rates at a 
reasonable level, being the only for- 
midable competitor of the East and 
West railway systems of the country. 
Obviously the railways would be only 
too glad to have this competition re- 
duced to a minimum, and will not be 
likely to raise objectjons to anything 
which promises to assist in achieving 
that result. The people, however, es- 
pecially those engaged in productive 
industries, to whom transportation is 
a large item of expense cannot afford 
to forego this necessary competition. 








| Chicago needs a drainage system, but 


should not demand it at the cost of the 
rest of the country, and indeed to her 
own injury if her canal scheme is to 
affect lake and harbor levels, as alleged 
by the engineers who have been in- 
vestigating it. 





THE business skies continue to lend 
a cheerful aspect to the improving con- 
ditions of trade now enjoyed by the 
country. Generally speaking, matters 
in the East are waiting, with no signs 
of weakening anywhere along the line, 
the apparent quietude being as much due 
to the prolonged hot weather as to any- 
thing else. The prospects for a good fall 
business, however, are bright. While 
the increase in values or prices is likely 
to swell the business totals, there is 
also an old time activity which is im- 
parting to the general market an ani- 
mation not visible since 1892. Buyers 
in many leading lines of trade are nu- 
merous, and orders are reported to be 
sufficient to keep salesmen briskly em- 
ployed, with a prospect of things being 
livelier in the near future. Perhaps 
the best feature of mercantile and 
manufacturing activity is the fact that 
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a very large number of orders are spot 
demands, immediate delivery being in- 
sisted on. In the West and South 
promising crops and prospective good 
prices are having a stimulating effect 
upon every line of business. Demands 
upon New York banks for money to 
move the crops are likely to deplete 
their idle surplus, a result greatly to be 
desired. Bank clearings for the week 
ended August 24 aggregated $901,000, - 
000, an increase of 1 per cent. over the 
previous week, 11 per cent. over the 
same week in 1894, and 33 per cent. 
over the like period in 1893. Failures 
throughout the Union for the same 
period numbered 192, an almost nor- 
mal condition, being only 22 more than 
were reported for the same period in 
1892, and only 6 more than for the same 
week in 1891, something well worth 
noting as a factor im connection with 
the revival of trade and renewal of 
general confidence.

pounds.

Anent the Western Board Paper Com- 
pany, I am authorized to state that on Mon- 
day, September 2, a representative of the 
firm of A. B. Tower & Co., Holyoke, which 
has been proposing plans and specifications 
for both buildings and machinery, will be in 
Chicago to supervise the letting of contracts 
of both, and will remain until that part of 
the business is satisfactorily disposed of. 
It is an ascertained fact that the company 
has secured an excellent site for its plant, 
immediately adjoining the Union Stock 
Yards, and that building operations will 
begin just as soon as the necessary bids 
shall be accepted. 

I have it, too, upon undeniable authority, 
that, while the great packers, who, as stated 
in a former letter, have contracted with the 
Western Company to furnish all of the 
output of the peculiar material of their re- 
spective establishments at nominal figures, 
may not yet have become actual stock- 
holders in the concern, they are deeply in- 
terested in the subject and are giving it 
careful consideration. Chemists and other 
practical men connected with Armour & 
Co. have reported favorably upon the feasi- 
bility and prospective profit of making 
coarse paper and board from the contents 
of paunches, and what is good enough for 
Armour will doubtless be considered good 
enough for Swift and Morris, too. 

The paunch and its contents being the 
only part of an animal which had not here- 
tofore been turned to profit, the packers are 
glad to get rid of it at almost any price; 
and if, at the same time, they can turn an 
honest penny by becoming interested in its 
conversion into a useful article of commer- 
cial value, there seems to be no reason why 
they should not do so. While I am not yet 
authorized to state in so many words that 
they have actually committed themselves 
to the enterprise by purchases of its stock, 
I can say that the probabilities all point 
that way. I have positive a$enfanc®€,als6, 
that sufficient money is already subscribed 
to fully equip the company for operations 
here ; and that should the results prove as 
satisfactory as anticipated, additional plants 
will immediately be erected in connection 
with the stock yards at Omaha, Kansas 
City, and probably East St. Louis. 

It goes without saying that H. J. Bird, 
who has worked so long, so hard and so 
patiently for the recognition of his pet proj- 
ect, is just now one of the happiest men in 
town. 

The Irwin Paper Company, of Quincy, 
Ill., is one of the institutions of that thriv- 
ing city, and is doing a *‘ rattling” good 
business. Leaton Irwin, the president, is 
a man of indomitable energy and vim, who 
is bound to have his share of the trade.

The Chicago Society ‘for University Ex- 
tension was made defendant in a suit com- 
menced in the Circuit Court a few days ago 
to recover $1,000 by the Eugene Hamblin 
Company for the use of the Calumet Paper 
Company.

The suit is brought 
for printing done for the society by the 
plaintiffs in 1893, amounting to $843, and 
which it is claimed has never been paid for. 

Marie, 
says: ‘* The old canal water power right of 
way has been purchased by the Philadel- 
phia syndicate which owns the water power 
in the Canadian Sault. The syndicate will 
start construction work in a short time and 
will develop 50,000 horse power. Big pulp 
mills will be erected and other enterprises 
are contemplated. Employment will be 
given to 10,000 men in a few years. The 
paper trade of the Northwest will be con- 
trolled at this point, as the syndicate has a 
grant of 650,000 acres of pulp wood in Can- 
ada, which can be imported.”

Obituary. 
Henry O. HouGuton, 

Henry O. Houghton, head of the publish- 
ing house of Houghton, Mifflin & Co., died 
suddenly at his summer residence, North 
Andover, Mass., on Sunday, August 25, of 
heart disease. A son, associated with him 
in business, and three daughters survive 
him. 

Henry O. Houghton was born at Sutton, 
Vt.,on April 30, 1823, and at the age of

thirteen became an apprentice in the office 
of the Burlington Free Press. His brother 
was at that time in college at Burlington, 
and influenced by his advice Mr. Houghton 
determined to acquire an education, and 
pursuant to that plan spent his evenings 
and spare moments in study. At the age 
of nineteen he entered college at Burling- 
ton, was graduated four years later and 
then went to Boston, where he spent a year 
or two in proof-reading and reporting on the 
Evening Traveller. In January, 1849, he 
joined Mr. Bolles, of the firm of Freeman & 
Bolles, in establishing a printing office at 
Cambridge, its first location being in what 
is now a dwelling house on Remington 
street, near Harvard College. Three years 
later the business was removed to its pres- 
ent site on the banks of the Charles River, 
where as the Riverside Press it has grown 
to its present great proportions. 

Immediately following the establishment 
of the Riverside Press Mr. Houghton be- 
came the owner of stereotype plates of the 
works of Dickens, Bacon and others, and to 
provide an outlet for these publications 
there was formed in 1864 the firm of Hurd 
& Houghton, composed of Melancthon M, 
Hurd and Henry O, Houghton. In 1866 
Albert G. Houghton, brother of Henry O., 
was admitted to partnership, and in 1872 
George H. Mifflin and Horace E. Scudder 
were admitted. Mr. Scudder later retired, 
and in 1878 Albert G. Houghtonand Mr. Hurd 
both retired. In 1880 the house took its pres- 
ent style of Houghton, Mifflin & Co. The firm 
during the course of its career became pub- 
lishers for Longfellow, Whittier, Emerson, 
Holmes, Lowell, Thoreau and Hawthorne, 
and its offices were the resort of these and 
many other persons celebrated in literature. 
During all of this time Mr. Houghton’s re- 
lations with those who made American 
literature were of the most intimate and 
cordial character, and he endeared himself 
to all who came in contact with him. He 
was a man of practical knowledge, of broad 
business methods, of high literary and ar- 
tistic purpose, and in all of his life was a 
type of the true gentleman. 





Tuomas G. NICHOLS. 


Thomas Grier Nichols, one of the veteran 
newspaper men of the Hudso» River Val- 
ley, died at Low Point on August 26, af- 
ter a brief illness, from peritonitis. He was 
born in Boston, Mass., on January 8, 1833. 
His parents removed to Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., when he was an infant. After serv- 
ing an apprenticeship at the printer's trade 
Mr. Nichols, at the age of twenty, opened 
the first job printing office established in 
Poughkeepsie. In May, 1852, with the late 
John H. Bush, he started the C7#y Press, later 
styled the Dazly Press, which was the first 
daily paper published in Poughkeepsie, and 
the first successful one between New York 
and Albany. He was assisted in this en- 
terprise by the late Matthew Vassar, Sr., 
founder of Vassar College, and by the late 
Prof. S. F. B. Morse. Mr. Nichols sold the 
Press in 1858 to Albert S. Pease, now of 
Saratoga. In 1868 he established the J/orn- 
ing News, which gained a large circula- 
tion. On account of ill health he sold this 
paper to Hegeman and Wilber. The News 
and the Press were later purchased by 
J. W. Hinkley, and merged into one paper, 
the News-Press. 

Having recovered his health, in 1872 Mr. 
Nichols started the Poughkeepsie Sunday 
Courier, which he conducted for sixteen 
years. The Courier is one of the pioneer 
Sunday papers in the State of New York. 
Several years ago Mr. Nichols’ health again 
broke down, and he sold the Courier to 
A. G. Tobey, its present proprietor and ed- 
itor, who had been his assistant from the 





first issue of the paper. Mr. Nichols had 
been living in retirement at Low Point since 
he gave up active work. He was every- 





where respected for his courage, impatience 
of pretense, and sterling honesty. 





Robert M. Hutchings, of Clarke & Courts, 
printers and stationers, Galveston, Tex., is 
dead. 


Edward Clarke, of the firm of Robert 
Clarke & Co., stationers, &c., Galveston, 
Tex., died on August 19 after a short ill- 
ness.

Service on a Corporation.—An agent in 
charge ot a branch store belonging to a 
corporation having a manager exercising 
general control of the business, including 
that transacted by such agent, is not a 
managing agent within the statute provid- 
ing that service on a corporation may be 
made by delivering a copy of the summons 
to its managing agent. Such corporation, 
like any other defendant, need not appear 
though it has knowledge of the suit, from a 
copy of a summons left with the wrong 
party.—D. M. Osborne & Co. v. Farmers? 
Alliance Corp. (Supreme Ct. Wash.), 38 
Pacific Rep., 160 (85). 





What Constitutes an Assignment for 
Creditors.—An instrument recited that the 
makers, being financially embarrassed and 
desiring to do justice to their creditors, 
transferred all their property for the benefit 
of said creditors to L——, and provided 
that as soon as he was legally invested with 
the powers of such assignment he should 
notify the creditors; and authorized him 
to sell the goods, collect the accounts and 
wind up the business and to divide the pro- 
ceed set bween the creditors, they accepting 
their proportional share * * * and dis- 
charge the assignors, in accordance with the 
statute. The Court of Civil Appeals of 
Texas held that this was an assignment for 
the benefit of the accepting creditors, and 
therefore valid. — Burnham v. White, 28 
S. W. Rep., g2o (478). 





Liability of Married Women.—The sepa- 
rate personal estate of a non-resident mar- 
ried woman may be proceeded against by a 
suit in equity, with order of attachment, in 
the circuit court of the county in which her 
separate estate is found. The law of the 
place where the suit is brought governs the 
remedy. This includes the mode of pro- 
ceeding, the form of the judgment or de- 
cree, and modes of carrying them into exe- 
cution. The extent to which a married 
woman may bind herself or her separate 
personal estate is prima facie determined by 
the law of the State in which the contract 
is made, it béing also the place of her domi- 
cile-—Dulin v. McCaw (Supreme Ct. App. 
W. Va.), 20 S. E. Rep., 681 (714). 


Who Is Not a Purchaser in Good Faith. 
—Where a purchaser obtains a stock of 
goods of a debtor, who is making the sale 
with the fraudulent intent of delaying and 
defrauding his creditors, and is a party to 
the fraud, or has knowledge of facts suffi- 
cient to excite the suspicions of a prudent 
man and put him upon inquiry, he cannot 
be said to act in good faith.—Martim v. 
Marshall, Sheriff (Supreme Court Kan.), 
37 Pacific Rep., 976 (68).

New Paper Machine Felt. 








The Paper Record, London, says: 
We are advised of the invention in France 
of a new felted fabric, with metallic warp, 
for use in place of the felts now used on pa- 
per machines. This new manufacture con- 
sists of a metallic thread warp, either of 
bronze, brass, copper, iron, steel, aluminium, 
&c. The metal may be pure or alloyed, 
nickeled or galvanized, round or flat, and 
the threads may be either uncovered or 
covered with any textile fabric or other ma- 
terial, according to the purpose for which it 
is required. The weaving is done with me- 
tallic threads or yarns, interwoven with 
threads of wool, cotton, hair, ramie or other 
felting material. As to the weaving, this 
can be done either flat, with a seam, or on a 
circular or other loom. 

In the first case, the seam is made either 
by means of a splice or by soldering. In 
the second case, the movement of the shut- 
tles is made to ascend and descend, or see- 
saw,in order to weave above or under the 
felting material. After the weaving, the 
felting is produced by means of cylindrical 
beaters, and the finishing is ultimately 
completed by the usual machine. It is 
afterward energetically cylindered, in or- 
der to obtain the absolute parallelism of all 
the warp threads. This fabric is almost 
inflexible, and its guidance is therefore 
much easier on account of its rigidity, and 
the filtration can be controlled at will, ow- 
ing to the easy separation of the warp 
threads, without impairing the solidity of 
the fabric, which, moreover, in its progress, 
neither creases nor bags.

A bill has been introduced into the Greek 
Chamber to reduce the import tax on print- 
ing paper. The bill is owing to the exer-. 
tions of the Greek newspaper press, on 
which the present enormous import duty 
weighs very hardly.

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Steam Piping. 

The use of reliable steam pipes in, 
any manufacturing establishment is a mat- | 
ter of great importance to all concerned in | 
the proper operation of the steam plant. A | 
most valuable paper on this subject was 
recently read by J. T. Milton before the | 
Institution of Naval Architects of Great 
Britain. The following extracts from the 
more interesting portions of the paper and 
the discussion that followed its reading will | 
be of interest. 

Steam pipes have to stand considerable 
changes of temperature, and their length is | 
consequently liable to continual altera- | 
tions. Their attachment tothe engine may 
be liable to slight alteration in position, 


owing to the working or vibration of the | 


engines or vessel, while those to the boilers 


are also liable to small displacements, due | 


to the contraction or expansion of the boil- 
ers from variations of temperatures. All 
these changes are generally taken up or 
provided for by the deformation of easy 
bends in the pipes or by expansion stuffing 
boxes where the pipes are straight. 

Whatever forces are necessary to produce 
the deformation of a length of steam pipes 
necessary to allow for the expansion of the 
pipes, or for any possible working of the 
engines in the vessel, these forces have to 
be withstood by the necks of the stop valve 
chests or their attachments to the boilers 
and to the engines. 
small diameters and small thicknesses, if the 
bends are easy, a moderate force may be 
sufficient ; but if the pipes are thicker, even 
if the diameters and the shapes of the bends 
are the same, the forces required to be 
borne by the attachments will increase in 
proportion to the thickness. The same 
thing holds good of the flange joints be- 
tween the different lengths of pipe. These 
have to sustain the forces brought on the 
end attachments, and it might therefore 
very well happen that a design suitable for 
steam pressure of 60 pounds may be alto- 
gether unfit for 180 pounds, solely on ac- 
count of the greater thickness required, 
making the pipes more rigid. 

The advance of engineering of late has 
not only increased the steam pressures used 
(and therefore the temperature also), but 
engines are in general of much greater size 
and power than those used years ago. The 
steam pipes now therefore are as a rule 
larger in diameter, much thicker, and are 
subject to greater changes of temperature 
and expansion than formerly. These all 
make the pipes so much stiffer or more 
rigid, that with many pipes, even when 
made of copper, their rigidity is so great 
that their yielding or altering form cannot 
be relied upon to relieve expansion strains, 
which have therefore to be provided for in 
the same way as they would need to be if 
the pipes were made of cast iron. 

Concurrently with the trouble of provid- 
ing for expansion, &c., with thick and large 
pipes, there arises also a difficulty in manu- 
facturing them. The usual method for 
pipes of large diameter is to make them 
(both bends and straights) from copper 
sheets, the straights, except in very large 
pipes, having one seam along the entire 
length, the bends having two seams along 
the sides, the saddle and back pieces being

The seams 
the edges of the 
copper being thinned down to form a scarf. 
Now, the difficulty of satisfactorily brazing 
a joint of this description increases rapidly 
with the thickness. The heat has neces- 
sarily to be applied from the outside, and 
has to pass through the thickness of the 
metal to reach the brazing solder, and thus 
the risk of overheating the copper on the 
outside, and consequently burning it, is 
much greater with thick than with fairly 
thin copper. There is also a further danger 
of deoxidizing the copper, both in the braz- 
ing and also in the previous annealings to 
which the copper has to be subjected. 

All these considerations have made some 
of our prominent engineers look with dis- 
favor upon copper as a material for large 
steam pipes, and to turn their attention to 
iron and steel. 

Endeavors have been made to introduce 
seamless pipes of large size for these pur- 
poses to avoid the risk of brazing. These 


| are made by several firms, and lately, I be- 


lieve, with a certain amount of success ; but 
among some of the earliest of those made 
some serious longitudinal defects, probably 
arising from a local defect in the original 
ingot being drawn out lengthwise in the 
manufacture of the pipe, caused them to be 
looked upon with a certain amount of sus- 
picion, besides which the great difficulty of 
making satisfactory bends with these large 
pipes has no doubt had some influence in 
preventing their more general use. 

While treating of bending copper pipes, 
it may be well to mention that the usual 
practice is to make bends from tubes one 
gauge thicker than straight pipes of the 
same diameter. This is, no doubt, correct 
practice, so long as the radius of the bend 
does not fall below a certain value, de- 
pending on the diameter and thickness of 
the pipes ; but where sharp bends are made 
from bent tubes a greater thickness ought 
to be provided. It is often assumed that in 
bending pipes the axis of the tube does not 
lengthen, and that the material of the 
saddle of the pipe becomes compressed to 
an amount about equal to the extension at 
the back of the bend. This is not the case. 
The compression of the material is not very 
great, and the pipe bends by extending not 
only at the back of the bend, but also along 
the sides ; and if it be remembered that the 
thinning of the metal must be proportional 
to the extension, it will be found that one 
gauge thicker is in many instances scarcely 
able to provide for this. 

The method of manufacturing the Elmore 
copper pipes has been frequently described, 
and it has been claimed that it renders the 
probability of their containing any latent 
defect very remote. 

From tensile tests, however, it appears 
that Elmore copper,even when hard, has 
much extension, but that it commences to 
elongate at much less stress than annealed 
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ordinary copper; while, when annealed, its | 


behavior as to ultimate strength and exten- 
sion is very similar to that of good com-

oe the makers for supplying : a good article, 
and not troubling about the chemical com- 
position, &c., so long as it is found to work 
well. In view of the great ductility of cop- 
per, the working of even an indifferent 
sample of copper may not be sufficient to 
detect its quality, especially when made 
into straight or nearly straight pipes. 

It has been stated that the tensile strength 
and ductility of copper vary according to 
its composition, but with the same mixture 
of metal they vary much more with the me- 
chanical treatment it undergoes. If prop- 
erly annealed, its tensile strength is com- 
paratively low and its ductility is high. In 
comparing the qualities of copper, there- 
fore, itis necessary to fix the standard as 
being thoroughly annealed. To show the 
effect of annealing and of work the follow- 
ing tests recently made may be quoted: A 
copper tube was drawn in one operation 
from 3 w.g. to 11 w.g. (a very excessive 
draw, more than doubling its length). Its 
tensile strength when drawn was 24 38 tons 
per square inch, but its elongation was only 
3.1per cent.in 4 inches. After annealing 
(or possibly only partial annealing) its ten- 
sile strength was 16.66 tons per square inch, 
and its elongation was 44 per cent in 4 
inches. A good average result with an- 
nealed copper is 14 tons per square inch and 
40 to 45 per cent. elongation in 4 inches. 

That copper for large steam pipes is now 
being looked upon with some distrust is 
evidenced by the Admiralty having such 
pipes bound round with wire, while in 
mercantile practice some firms put iron 
bands round the pipes every few inches, 
and in some cases the pipes are lapped with 
fine steel wire ropes. Turning our atten- 
tion to other materials suitable for steam 
pipes we find practically only three, viz., 
cast iron, wrought iron and mild steel. 

Cast iron has the advantage that it can be 
made in any shape, straight or bent, and 
that tees or junctions can be made of it. 
On the other hand, if the pipes are of the 
same strength as wrought iron or steel 
they are much heavier. 

Wrought iron and steel may both be made 
with a lap-welded joint, but whereas welds 
in iron are apparently looked upon as trust- 
worthy after a severe hydraulic test, those 
on steel do not appear to have the same 
confidence reposed in them, as they gener- 
ally have a riveted butt strap fitted over 
them. Apparently, therefore, iron pipes 
are preferable to steel unless the latter are 
made seamless. 

With pipes of either iron or steel, manu- 
facturing conditions appear to require them 
to be of such a thickness that either has a 
very large margin of strength compared 
with the pressures now being used, or even 
with those higher pressures to which marine 
engineering appears to be tending, so that 
there is no advantage in this respect in 
using steel rather than iron. 

The question of flanges for iron pipes is 
important. Most of those hitherto used 
have had forged iron flanges screwed on,

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Regarding provision for expansion of 
pipes, whether of copper, iron or steel, a 
point sometimes lost sight of is that it is not 
sufficient to provide a faucet joint in a 
straight length of pipe, but provision must 
also be made to anchor the ends of «the 
length of pipe for the expansion of which 
provision has to be made, and so compel the 
movement of expansion to take place in the 
part provided for it, otherwise the end pres- 
sure on the pipes, amounting to several 
tons in all but the smallest pipes, will cause 
the joint to slide in the wrong direction. 
This has occasionally been overlooked in 
pipe designs. It is always difficult to pro- 
vide for the expansion of large bends with- 
out producing excessive strains, so that, 
as far as possible, pipes should be made 
straight. 

The only other point to which reference 
will be drawn is that of providing means of 
draining steam pipes. More than one fatal 
accident has been thought to be due to the 
presence of water in the pipes. In cases 
where it is the practice to always raise 
steam in all the boilers simultaneously, the 
stop valves on the boilers, if opened before 
the steam is raised, may be the best pos- 
sible drains for the pipes ; but where there 
is more than one boiler in a vessel it may 
often happen that, even if all the boilers 
are used for steaming purposes, one only 
may be used in port for auxiliary purposes, 
and in this case leakage from its main stop 
valve will find the steam pipes leading to 
the other boilers receptacles for the con- 
densed steam, which, if not drained, may 
be dangerous when opening the stop valves 
when raising steam in the other boilers. It 
is noteworthy that more than one of the 
serious accidents with pipes have occurred 
at the instant when stop valves were being 
opened. 

Too much attention cannot be paid to the 
provision for draining steam pipes, and it is 
considered that it is preferable that these 
should be automatic, or such as not to re- 
quire personal attention. 

In the discussion which followed the read- 
ing of the above paper J. H. Morrison said 
that cast iron pipes were not now consid- 
ered safe, so they had to deal with steel, 
wrought iron and copper. As between 
these three he had in mind a case where an 
engineer had replaced copper steam pipes 
by iron, but incipient corrosion was ob- 
served. The iron pipes were taken down 
and copper ones put back. When a brazed 
pipe was made from the sheet the advan- 
tage Was"’that it“ was possible to examine 
the copper sheet on both sides before it was 
formed into a pipe, but against this there 
was the disadvantage of brazing. Drawn 
pipes could only be examined on the out- 
side. In solid drawn pipes a crack may be 





due to the die. It might not be very deep, 
but the pipe would break at that part. 

Another defect to which solid drawn pipe 
was subject was the want of uniformity, 
that is to say, a pipe would be thick at one 
side, while on another it would be thin. 
This was due to carelessness of manufac- 
ture. Reference had been made to the 
presence of arsenic, which to acertain ex- 
tent increased the tensile strength, but it re- 
duced the ductility. What was required for 
pipes was a copper with ductility and a fair 
amount of tensile strength also. A copper 
containing arsenic, which might be good 
for fireboxes, would not be suitable for 
tubes. He urged that tensile tests should 
be taken with the metal at a temperature 
equivalent to that of steam at the proposed 
working pressure. Ina case he illustrated 
with a given sample of copper, a tensile 
strength would thus be reduced from 14 
tons per square inch tolltons. The com- 
position of the copper also entered into the 
question, and in a sample of pure copper, 
which had been subjected toa very dense, 
smoky flame for half an hour, although 
there were very small cracks developed, 
there was nothing approaching that ob- 
served in a sample of copper supplied by a 
manufacturer. 

The lapping of copper pipes by wire was 
claimed to make them absolutely safe, but 
this process should be applied to good pipes, 
and not used for making bad pipes passa- 
ble. If one wire were used, and that were 
to break, or the pipe were to split circum- 
ferentially, so that the wire would fall into 
the crack, it then would become useless, 
but the pipe may be lapped in such a way 
that each turn of wire locks with its neigh- 
bor, and if one ring of wire broke the con- 
nection would not be severed. The junc- 
tion between the pipe and the flange he 
considered the weakest point, and a large 
number of accidents arose here. In order 
to overcome this difficulty he had intro- 
duced a flanged with projecting parts which 
would be brazed to the pipe, and thus give 
a larger area of connection, the lugs or pro- 
jections being solid onto the flange. This 
had been found very successful. In one 
boat which had had the flange come away 
from the pipe on three successive voyages 
they had adopted this method, and since 
then there had been notrouble. He thought 
the limit of elasticity in copper was much 
lower than most engineers supposed.
